than Mr. Roosevelt could express them 
himself, and he therefore confined the 
original part of his speech almost al­ 
together to comments upon what the 
Times bad to say aud to approval ot 
the views to be found in the clipping. 
Colonel Roosevelt 
laid 
his 
blac k 
campaign hat on the desk and came 
forward smilingly: 
”1 am here to report progress.” the 
colonel began. “We have just held a I 
state convention at Saratoga, and I' 
wish to say that there never was held 
in the state of New York a convention 
that was more emphatically a people’s 
convention. 
"Not a lobbyist.” the colonel contin­ 
ued, ‘‘not a representative of a great 
special interest exercised a finger's 
weight of influence in that convention. 
It absolutely represent*-*! the convic­ 
tions and belief of the plain, everyday 
man who makes up the tank and file 
of the Republican party in New York, 
and it represented the independent 
faith of individual voters. 
"Three essential points," the speak­ 
er went on. "were made In the Repub­ 
lic an platform, a platform of princi­ 
ples upon which the contest in New 
York is to be waged. In the first place, 
we stand not timidly but aggressively 
for honesty in public- and business 
life. Secondly, we stand for govern­ 
mental 
e f f i c i e n c y ; 
and iu the third 
place we are for the right of the peo­ 
ple to control themselves and not be 
controlled by some oue else.

ket and lower the coat of living. 
It called for an em p loyers' liability 
bill and the restriction of child labor 
and equal privileges for Americ an c it­ 
izens traveling abroad, w hether native
